Also known as the nation’s Report Card, the National Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) is the largest nationally representative and 
continuous assessment of what America’s students know and can do. There are differences in NAEP and Alabama’s assessments. NAEP is not 
aligned to any particular content standards, whereas Alabama’s assessments are all aligned with the Alabama courses of study. Proficient as 
defined for NAEP is “competency over challenging subject matter,’’ whereas proficient (Levels III and IV) for Alabama’s assessments is defined as 
“at grade level.’’ All Alabama students participate in Alabama’s assessments every year at each subject and grade level, but only a small 
representative sample of Alabama students participate in NAEP reading and mathematics, which is administered every other year.
